‘ OBSTRUCTIVE AMERICAN 
SENATORS. 


There is, says the New. York correspondent 
of the Daily Telegraph, a rising tide of popular 
indignation, which may easily become anger, 
against the small, but wilful, ‘seetion of the 
United Statés Senate, which seems bent on 
delaying war legislation. Their opposition re- 
garding food control, and: their threats re- 
garding acrial measures, are criticised gene- 
rally as shameless and unpatriotic. These men 
are not accused of any. desire to help Ger- 
many, but their actions have that effect. The 
best that can be said for them is that they 
cherish the hope that the war will be won by 
the Allies before American participation can 
be largely effective, and therefore, they argue, 
they may as well economise American men 
and money. There is a section, however, of 
obstructionists whose conduct before the war 
gave great satisfaction to Germany. With 
these, certainly, there will be a separate 
reckoning. 


THE PETROGRAD DISTURBANCES. 

The apparent restoration of in Petro- 
grad, says the London 
matter for sincere congratulation. - The recru- 
descence of revolt is, unhappily, more than pos- 
sible. We must deplore the tremendous diffi- 
culties that face M. Kerensky and the other far- 
sighted Russian patriots. It would, however, 
be foolish to expect that Tsarism and Rasputi- 
nism could pass away in the quiet of a summer 
day. The tragedy is that, while General Brysi- 
loff and his gallant armies are hastening the 
end of the war, the venal agents of the German 
Government are allowed to stir up etrife and 
incite mutiny in the hope of preventing a Ger- 
man defeat. M. Lenine, the Extreme Socialist 
leader, is now openly accused of being in Ger- 
man pay. It is money from Potsdam that 
meets the expense of anarchist adventures in 
Petrograd. The ill-balanced idealism of a large 
part of the Russian people makes them the easy 
vietima of conscienceless plotters. Tt is not yet 
realised that without discipline and a common 
purpose political liberty must be unreal, and 
that it must pass away in a night. 


THE CONVENTION. 

We sec, says the Aforning Post, that the 
Earl of Dunraven desires some assurance that 
the proposals of the forthcommg Ir#h Conven- 
tion will be submitted to the Irish people 
before they become law. Wo sympathise with 
his anxiety, but our anxiety is In a greater 
cause. We desire some assurance that the pro- 
posala will be submitted to-the British people 
before they become law. The Prime Miniter

It seems to us that the interests of Great 
Britain are more important, even, than the 
wishes of the Irish Convention, and that no 
policy should be supported beforehand, without 
the approval and knowledge of the British 
people, or their representatives. For the

THE SITUATION IN SPAIN. 

The following Reuter's telegram from Madrid 
reached us this morning :—-The Minister of the 
Interior, Senor Guerra, declares himself op 
timistic as rewards the situation in Bareelona, 
where the so-called Catalan Parliament Is sup 
posed to to-day he Catalonian 
capital, he says, is completely tranquil, and 
throughout the industriel quarter of the city, 
including tie suburbs, workmen are at work as 
usual The (,overnuient, the Minister stated, 
wae in constant communication with the Bar- 
celona authorities. The Governor of the city 
reperted that the day had begun quietly, that 
the tramway service was working nor ally, and 
that all shops were Open. Reports trom bag 
towns of the Barcelona Province also stated 
that everything was quiet. In Barcelona the 
Governor started at nvon te make a tour of 
the city. A report from the Governor at 
Saragossa says that a passenger EL was de- 
railed close to the town, and thaf*sommunica- 
tion was interrupted. At Caspe Railway Sta- 
tion, on the line from Barcelona to Madrid, an 
engine collided with a goods train. The Gover- 
nor of Valencia states that on the Northern 
Railway two goods traims. came into collision 
during the night, and that the main line was 
blocked. In view of these accidents, the Minis- 
ter said that the arrival of trains from Bar- 
celena and Valencia would be much delayed. 
The Minister added that during the early hours 
of the morning railway employés at Valencia 
and Castellon were preparing to strike, and 
abandoned the locomotives, but subsequently 
reconsidered their decision ard resumed work. 
This -inetdent, the Minister remarked, had 
nothing to do with the Catalan regional move- 
ment, as the railway employés in no way 6ym- 
pathised with it. The directors of the company, 
he added, had assured the Government that 
even in the evens of a strike they had personnel 
at ther disposa. to keep the cominunications- 
open.

EX-SOLDIER’S. SUICIDE, 

People in Sackville street, Dublin, yesterday 
about half-past one o'clock were horrified to see 
a man throw himeelf from the top of Nelson, 
Pillar, with fatal results.
